The Lords, this day, heard counfel farther inthe caufe 
between Lord Fife, and Lord Banff and Mr Garden, and af- 
firmed the decree, with too |. colts.

HOUSE or COMMONS, Monday, May 7. 

This day, the Houfe of Commons refolved itfelf into a 
Committee of Supply, when Mr Jenkinfon, Secretary at War, 
moved, that a fum, not exceeding three millions and feven 
hundred thoufand pounds, fhoutd be applied this year to the 
extraordinaries of the army. ‘The Han. Gentleman {tated the 
particular services that had given occafion for fo large a fum, 
and endeavoured to juftify it on the ground of our being en- 
geged in a war unufually extended, and confequently expen- 
five. . 

Lord North followed the Hon. Gentleman, and not only 
{tated the more capital fums under the head of extraordinaries, 
but alfo. went pretty much into the minutie of the bufinefs. 
His Lordthip allowed, that the total amount of the extraor- 
dinaries this yéar exceeded any former year by the fum of

TICAN Wars Of clic furn tornl ofehic head Uf ferries 1 ean-ccol- 


had been fent to thy Commander in Chief in America; but of 
this no more than 150,000]. had heen conveyed in fpecie ; the 
remainder of the fam had been tranfinitted in bills and drafts. 
The noble Lord faid, that the different eftablifhmerits in Ame- 
rica had each of them a head, and that, if any abufe had been 
committed, the perfon at the head of the eltablifhment was re- 
{ponfible for every thing that had happened in his particular de- 
partment. When the noble Lord threw out this, he did not 
mean to blame any officer either in a military or civil line; he 
was @lling to proceed agreeable to the old adage, which went 
to.conclade every man innocent until he was found guilty; but 
the noble Lord did think the extraordinaries of the army had 
arifea to an enormous amount, and that an inveftigation into 
them was abfolutely neceflary; for which reafon his Lordthip 
would, on Thurfday next, move, that they fhould be referred 
to the Commifioners of Accounts to examine into them, and 
ayers their opinion, according as they fhould find them, to the 

oufe. This the noble Lord thought would be a much better 
method than any other that could. be made ufe of, the Com- 
miffioners having full authority to go into the enquiry, and be- 
ing very much adapted to the occafion from the nature of their 
office. - 

Col. Barre rofe next, and went pretty much into the de- 
tail of the extraordinaries, in the courfe of which he pointed 
out a variety of extavagancies and abufes, which he thought 
well deferving the confideration of the Committee. One very 
ftriking circumftance, which the Hon, Gentleman impreffed 
particularly on the minds of the Members, was, that the ex- 
traordinaries: of the army this year amounted to as much as 
both the years. 1777 and 1778 put fogether: ‘With refpedt to 
the motion the noble Lord ‘intended to make, ‘he fhould make 
no objection to it; he had recommended the very thing feven 

ears ago, and thought that to be late was better than never, 
He therefore fhould acquiefce with the noble Lord; but, at 
the fame time, withed, that he would move for a claufe to em- 
power the Commiffioners to fend for all perfons before them, 
whether Member of Parliament or not. = : 

Lord North ‘rofe again, merely for the purpofe of remind- 
ing the Right Honourable Gentleman, that as the A& of Par- 
liament at.prefent flood, the Commithioners were invefted with 
that power. 

Sir George Yonge expreffed himfelf very much diffatisfied 
with the enormous amount of the army extraordinaries ; and, 
before he fat down, remarked, that he was rather furprifed that 
no motion had yet been made on the reports of the Commiffion- 
ers of Accounts.

Gentleman had accounted for the expenditure of 2,700,000 I. 
The Right Honourable Gentleman had behaved with a can-. 
dour that was not to be equalled but by his ingenuity. The 
Committee withed to know, how 2,700,000 |. had been fent to 
various parts abroad ; upon which the Right Honourable Gen- 
tleman immediately rofe to pive what he called a FULL, Com- 

PLETE, and savigracrory account; and, to be fure, conti- 
nued Mr Beslaggl more brief and concife way was never 
thonght of for fhewing how 2,700,000 |. had been expended. 
Short reckonings, added the honourable gentteman, are faid to 
make Jong friends ; and the Right Honourable Gentleman has 
certainly, upon that principle, fecured the friendfhip of the 
Committee.

His ftomach is, Heaven be prai- 
fed, now pretty much at eafe. He has brought off all the 
grofs mattcr that clogged it, though he doubted not but that 
there was ftill a great deal more refined, (to ule a vulgar 
phrafe) “* that fill fiuck to bis ribs.” 
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.in the Carolinas. 


After Mr Burke had dealt out a profufion of other com- 

pliments on the Right Honourable Gentleman’s quaint way of 
accounting for 2,700,000 |. he proceeded to reafon on the fol- 
ly and-fatility of purfuing the war-againft America. He was 
very loth to arraigm the condaé of officers ; but we were now 
in the feventh year of the war, and what had we done? The 
three lait years, indeed, we had done nothing at all, except 
As to Sir Henry Clinton, his whole fer- 
vice had been at New York, keeping the grand American ar- 
my at bay.

‘* The following important and interefting information was received 
on Monday night at Lord George Germain’s office, that Lord Corns 
wallis had at laft come up with General Green, in view of Hallifax in 
North Carolina, and that a general engagement had taken’ pltce, in 
which General Green had fuffered a total and bloody defeat. In the 
beginning of the engagement his Majefty’s forces were twice repulfed, 
but with infinite fpirit and perfeverence rallied again, and obtained at 
laft a moft complete and decifive viétory.
